Scene  one:  Madison  Square  Garden,  New  York,  February  20, 
1939.  The  German-American  Bund,  chief  Nazi  organization  in 
the  United  States,  is  holding  a  meeting,  supposedly  in  honor  of 
the  birthday  of  George  Washington.  The  audience  consists 
mostly  of  German  members  and  sympathizers  of  the  Bund.  Uni- 
formed storm  troopers  known  as  Ordnungsdienst  police  the  meet- 
ing. There  are  boos  and  jeers  for  President  Roosevelt,  Secretary 
of  Commerce  Hopkins,  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Ickes  and  other 
liberal  Americans,  who  are  described  as  Jews  and  Communists. 
There  is  applause  for  others — anti-New  Deal  Representative 
Martin  Dies,  Herbert  Hoover,  Boake  Carter,  General  Hugh 
Johnson.  But  the  biggest  applause  of  the  evening — a  real  ovation
